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Postmasters Going 
Under Civil Service; 
Congressmen Raging 


After April 1 Appointments 
of First, Second and Third 
Class Will Be Subject to 
Competitive Examinations 


ORDER BEING DENOUNCED 
BY DEMOCRATIC LEADERS 


Some of Them Construe It 

as Move to Get Combined 
Democratic and Republi- 
can Support in Politically 
Uncertain House. 


Washington, March 7.—Postmaster 
General Burleson announced today that 
after April 1 the appointments of all 
postmasters of the first, second and 
third class would be subject to com- 
petitive examinations. Nominations 
will be sent to the senate as in the 
past, but in making selections the pres- 
ident will be guided by the results of 
examinations and will send in the 
names at the head of the lists. 

Whether the civil service commis- 
sion, under which fourth-class post- 


masters are now named, will conduct 


the examinations has not been deter- 
mined. 

The president’s forthcoming order 
will provide for a form of modified 
civil service classification under which 
all vacancies, whether caused by resig- 
nation, removal or death, will be filled 
by competitive examination. Those al- 
ready in the’ service will continue 
without examination until the expira- 
tion of four years’ term beginning with 
their last appointment, and will then, it 
is understood, have to undergo the com- 
petitive test. 

Hornet’s Nest Stirred Up. 

A hornet’s nest was stirred up by 
the announcement at the capitol, where 
scores of members were in their offices 
preparing to leave for home. The or- 
der was roundly denounced by some 
of the democratic leaders and several 
members construed it as a move to get 
combined democratic and republican 
support in a politically uncertain house. 

Representatives Rainey, of Illinois; 
Carter, Oklahoma; Harrison, Missis- 
sippi;: Wilson and Aswell, Louisiana; 
Vinson, Georgia; Carlin and Glass, Vir- 
ginia; Dixon, Indiana; Rouse, Johnson, 
Kincheloe and Sherley, Kentucky; 
Decker, Missouri; Gray, Alabama, and 
Sims, of Tennessee, were in a group of 
democrats who called on the postmaster 
general today and who were told about 
the plan. Democratic Leader Kitchin, 
of the house, delayed his departure for 
North Carolina to go to the postoffice 
department to register his protest. 

Most of the congressmen who saw 
Mr. Burleson went on the latter’s in- 
vitation, to discuss the new plan for 
systematizing postal accounting by es- 
tablishing central auditing postoffices 
{n county or district groups. Thi's sub- 
ject was overshadowed, however, when 
the news of the civil service order was 
broken. 

One southern member asked if the 
postmaster general had called them 
there to ask their views, or to tell them 
what had been done. 

“TI am telling you what 
happen,” he replied. 

Too Late for Protest. 

The postmaster general is quoted as 
having told them that it was too late 
to protest, a's the order had been de- 
termined upon and would be carried 
out. He intimated that he was not the 
author of it, but that it was a meas- 
ure of efficiency and economy. 

Another member suggested that the 
order would put many republicans in 
office, as many of the more active as- 
sistant postmasters are republicans re- 
tained by the democratic postmasters, 
and still another wanted to Know what 
would happen if the one man certified 
from the examination were a negro. The 
postmaster general, according to those 
present, replied that the examinations 
would have to take place, and there 
would be “no special privileges to any 
one.” 

A western democrat asked why the 
order, if issued at all, should not pro- 
vide for certifying the three highest 
in the examination as eligible to post- 
masterships, as was done when the 
fourth-class postmasters were blanket- 
ed into civil service, instead of con- 
fining the choice to the one person who 
happened to stand highest. The post- 
master general said that congress has 
had the opportunity of legislating to 
that effect, but did not do so. 

In the discontent voiced by members 
after the conference some of them com- 
plained that the order would take out 
of political life some of the most ac- 
tive supporters of the representatives 
in congress. i 

A majority of the republicans joined 
with democrats recently in rejecting a 
proposition for putting all postmasters 
under the civil service, when an amend- 
ment to that effect was offered to an 
appropriation bill in the house, although 
Republican Leader Mann and a few 
others favored it.

It is understood that at least a 
dozen members have already drawn 
bills to bring about absolute prohi- 
bition in Georgia, and will come to 
the capitol armed with these bills 
the day the legislature meets. The 
honor of being author of the “‘bone- 
dry” bill certainly will be much 
sought, and the prospects are for a 
flood of measures to produce this 
effect as soon as the assembly gets 
down to work. 


Governor Harris formally announced 
Wednesday that he will issue on Thurs- 
day a proclamation convoking the gen- 
, eral assembly of Georgia to meet in 
‘extraordinary session Tuesday, March 
| 20, for the purpose of considering “bone 
dry” prohibition legislation for Geor- 
gia. 

Only this and one other subject will 
be submitted by the governor for con- 
Sideration by the legislature, and the 
legislature can take up no other mat- 
ters than those stipulated by the gov- 
ernor. 

The second subject to be considered 
is the deficiency of approximately. $80,- 
000 in the pensions appropriations. 

Governor’s Statement.

When the Johnston resolution; the 
effect of which is to exclude physicians 
from serving upon the Grady hospital 
board of trustees, comes up for con- 
sideration Thursday afternoon, one of 
the hottest fights in the history of 
council is expected to be precipitated. 

At a meeting of the Physicians’ Club 
of Atlanta, at the Kimball house Wed- 
nesday night, resolutions were adopted 


“which would abridge our 
privileges or curtail our liberties and 
rights as free-born citizens of Amer- 
ica.”’ 

These resolutions, backed by a strong 
delegation of physicians who will ap- 
pear in person at the council meeting, 
will be presented to council. 

Doctors Differ on Resolutions. 

It is understood that a faction of 
physicians who take views opposite to 
those of the Physicians’ club are cir- 
culating petitions which are also to 
be presented to council, asking the 
passage of the Johnston ordinance. 

This faction, the Physicians’ club as- 
serts, charges that the Physicians’ 
club is antagonistic to Emory univer- 
sity and to Grady hospital, in that it 
is seeking to cut down the represen- 
tation of the university upon the staff 
of the hospital. 

The club, in the resolution, makes 
specific denial of this charge. 

The sense of the meeting of the 
Physicians’ club Wednesday was to 
fight any compromise tooth and toe- 
nail. 

The resolution denies and  depre- 
cates “the effort that has been made 
by certain parties to create the im- 


fore reaching a conclusion to call a session 
at the present time. 


“Innumerable complaints have been reach- 
ing me of the evils growing out of the en- 
actments concerning prohibition in the 
State. These complaints have come from 
all parts of the commonwealth and from 
almost every class of our citizens. 


“It has been represented to me that the 
provisiOn touching monthly shipments of 
liquor from outside the state, allowed under 
the present shipping laws, have given rise 
to great trouble and distress among the 
people. So numerous have these shipments 
become that a new business has started on 
the border of the state, which has assumed 
almest colossal proportions. It would seem 
from the wording of the law that the ex- 
press agents at every station, who were 
constituted the agents of the state, are be- 
ing made the victims of a deplorable con- 
dition for which the legislature itself is re- 
sponsible. It was sought to interest these 
agents in the shipment of liquor into the 
state by allowing a part of the tax or fee, 
provided in the statute concernng deliveries, 
to go to the agent as a part of his com- 
mission, in many cases without accountabilil- 
ty to his employer. 


“It has been represented, moreover, that 
possibly 80 per cent of these shipments 
were made to colored people. The names 
of persons of full age living in the home 
are frequently used to increase the amount 
allowed under the statute, and sometimes 
those of persons under are are utilized for 
the same purpose. Duplicate shipments 
during the month were easy, on account of 
the difficulty of identification in this class 
of persons. To such an extent has this busi- 
ness gone that almost every interest in the 
state is being affected. More especially is 
this true of the farmers whose labor tis be- 
ing demoralized in so many instances that 
extreme difficulty is being met with in the 
attempt to make arrangements for pitch- 
ing and planting the crops. 

Interferes With Crops. 

“These abuses, if allowed to continue, 
would soon interfere with the crop supplies 
of the state, and this, too, at a time 
when our people are under the greatest 
strain ever known in our history, as well 
on account of the struggle against the boll 
weevil, as on account of the demands and 
demoralizing influences arising out of the 
war in Europe. The cost of living is al- 
ready so high that many people are suffer- 
ing for the necessities of life. 

“Some relief, therefore, is necessary, ac- 
cording to the estimate made by the think- 
ing portion of our people, and the late rul- 
ing of the United States supreme court on 
the Webb-Kenyon law, opens the way fora 
remedy for the troubles under this head by 
our own legislature.

Pay Respects to Summerall. 

In passing, the club meeting paid 
its respects to Dr. W. B. Summerall, 
superintendent of Grady hospital, who 
is charged with being thé archangel 
of the movement to discredit the Phy- 
sicians’ club. 

The trouble seems to date back to 
the failure of the trustees of Grady 
hospital to re-elect Dr. Steve Barnett 
to the hospital staff from the city at 
large.

It was alleged in speeches made at 
the meeting of the Physicians’ club at 
the Kimball house Wednesday night 
that this action on the part of the 
Grady trustees was very distasteful to 
Dr. Summerall and that he immediate- 
ly set about to discredit Dr. Benson. 
The charge was made that Dr. Sum- 
merall not only sought to discredit Dr. 
Benson with the trustees and the other 
staff members, but that he called upon 
numerous physicians not connected 
with the hospital and embarrassed 
them with importunities to express 
opinions derogatory to Dr. Benson. 

“If you were ill would you allow 
such a man as to wait upon 
you?” is one of the questions that Dr. 
Summerall is said to have asked prac- 
titioners of the city. 

The whole matter appears to have 
been brought to a crux about a week 
ago when Dr. Summerall appeared be- 
fore the Physicians’ club at the invita- 
tion of the club for the purpose of 
reaching some sort of an understand- 
ing of the situation.

CHASING TURKS, 
BRITISH ADVANGE 
CLOSE TO BAGDAD 


They Were in Nine Miles of 
Ctesiphon Monday After- 
noon and Less Than Thir- 
ty Miles From Bagdad. 


New York, March 7.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The British are now within 
less than thirty miles of Bagdad, the 
famous Turkish city in Mesopotamia. 
The town of Lajj which they reached 
on Monday, is 28 miles from that city. 
Since the fall of Kut-el-Amara on 
February 26 the British have advanced 
about 80 miles. 

On account of the nature of 
the ground between Kut-el~Amara 
and Ctesiphen, which is but poor- 
ly adapted to defensive purposes, it 
has been predicted by military writers 
that the Turks would make no serious 
attempt to halt their retreat until; 
Ctesiphon was regched, and that a 
decisive engageme probably would 
come there., It was} there that the de- 
ciding battle in the campaign of 1915 
was fought. The British won an ini- 
tial victory, only to fall back in the 
face of Turkish reinforcements. 


The British reports record the Turks 
as being demoralized and leaving be- 
hind them large quantities of stores 
and numbers of guns. 

Petrograd reports, that the Russians

BRITISH FORCES 
RAPIDLY ADVANCE 
TOWARD BAGDAD 


London, March 7.—British cavalry 
had advanced within nine miles of 
Ctesiphon, on the Tigris front, on Mon- 
day afternoon, it was announced offi- 
cially today. | 

The statement follows: 

“On Monday afternoon British caval- 
ry were engaged with the Turkish rear 
guard at Lajj, 9 miles southeast of 
Ctesiphon, Mesopotamia. 

“Owing to the fact that the war ma- 
terial abandoned by the enemy is 
strewn over 80 miles of the country, 
it is not yet possible to give an accu- 
rate and full list of our captures. The 
collection of booty and the salvage of 
guns, etc., which were thrown into the 
river is being proceeded with, and up 
to the present 38 guns, including those 


‘on captured river craft, have been col- 


lected, exclusive of machine guns and 
trench mortars.” 


TURKS ARE DRIVEN 
IN UPPER EGYPT. 


London, March 7.—An official report 
from Egypt says the Turks have aban- 
doned a strong position in the neigh- 
borhood of Sheikh Nuran, west of 
Shellal. 

The statement follows: 

“Turkish forces abandoned, in the 
face of our advancing troops, a very 
strong position in the neighborhood of 
Sheikh Nuran, west of Shellal, after 
having spent two months in the con- 
struction of a formidableysystem of 
defenses. 

“Yesterday our aircraft carried out 
a series of bombing attacks on enemy 
troops, railway trains, rolling stock 


and the permanent way. About ten 
high explosive bombs were dropped. 


Much damage was caused to person- 
nel and material.” 


Washington, March 7.—The position 
referred to undoubtedly is west of 
Lehalil, instead of Shellal. Lchalil is 
located in Palestine about midway be- 
tween the Mediterranean and Red seas. 
Latest reports received here by the gov- 
ernment were that the British expe- 
dition from Egypt, driving the Turk- 
ish forces from the Suez canal, was 
pursuing them into Palestine. That 
expedition was last located, about 
three weeks ago, at a point about 
thirty miles from Lchalil, toward which 
place it was advancing. 


TURKS ARE CHASED 
BY RUSSIAN FORCES 
ON PERSIAN FRONT 


Petrograd, March 7.—(Via London. 
British Admiralty Per Wireless Press.) 
Russian troops which recently cap- 
tured the Persian town of Hamadan 
from the Turks have now gained pos- 
session of Asadabad summit, ten miles 
southwest of Hamadan, says the Rus- 
sian official statement issued today, 
and are pursuing the Turks who are 
retiring farther south towards Kan- 
gaver. 

The statement reads: 

‘Caucasian Front: In the direction 
of Bidjar our troops pursuing the en- 
emy are fighting near Senne. 

“In the direction of Hamadan our 
troops gained possession of Asadaba 
summit and are pursuing the Turks 
who are retiring towards Kangaver.

GERMAN BLOCKADE 
OF AMERICAN PORTS 


New Action by President 


to Meet U-Boat Situation 
Confidently Forecast in Of- 
ficial Circles. 


FORM OF THE ACTION 
NOT YET MADE PUBLIC 


American Ships May -Be| 


Convoyed or Placed Under 
Government Control—Ex- 
tra Session of Congress Is 
Also Forecast. 


Washington, March 7.—New action 
by President Wilson within the next 
few days in the situation resulting 
from the German unrestricted subma- 
rine campaign was forecast confidently 
today in administration quarters. 

If the form of the action has been 
determined upon it was not revealed. 
The possibilities are the arming of 
American merchantmen by the govern- 
ment in spite of old statutes construed 
by some officials to prohibit such ac- 
tion; the convoying of the vessels by 
warships; the immediate calling of an 
extra session of congress, and the plac- 
ing of American ships desiring to pass 
through the danger zone under govern- 
ment control. 

Extra Session Nearer. 

Reports conveyed to the president 
during the day that the prospects are 
excellent for prompt and favorable ac- 
tion on his suggestion for a revision 
of the senate rules so that action can 
be secured on an armed neutrality reso- 
lution were believed to bring the call- 
ing of an extra session nearer. 

While some officials, notably those at 
the state department, have advised the 
president that he has full power to arm 
merchantmen without congressional ac- 
tion, others feel that such a step would 
be stretching the law and therefore 
would be inadvisable. 

lt is poinXxed out, however, that any 
restrictions surrounding the arming of 
vessels do not apply to supplying con- 
voys. The best judgment of the navy 
department has been against convoying 
for strategical reasons, but it was con- 
sidered possible that if no other way 
is found this course might be adopted. 

Blockade Intolerable, 

The president was understood to feel 
that the tying up of American vessels 
in port cannot be allowed to continue 
much longer. He also believes that it 
has beeg clearly demonstrated that the 
nation stands behind him in inaugu+ 
rating steps to defend American lives 
and rights. 

Mr. Wilson was forced to retire to his 
room this afternoon by a cold, but pre- 
viously he oonferred with Secretary 
Lansing about the German crisis and 
talked with senators about cloture in 
the senate. He did not reveal to the 
senators his plans for protecting Amer- 
ican ships. 

When Representative Kitchin, the 
democfatic leader of the house, left for 
home today his parting information to 
his colleagues was that an extra session 
of congress would ‘be called not later 
than the middle of May. Mr. Kitchin 
had been in conference with President 
Wilson and made this prediction after 
the conference, although a cabinet 
member was authority for the state- 
ment yesterday that an extra session is 
unlikely before “the first of June or 
the last of May.” 


ARMENIANS BUTCHERED 
FOR LOYALTY 10 CHRIST 


When They Rejected Moham- 
med They Were Slain, Lord 
Bryce Says. 


New York, March 7.—Massacres of 
Armenians were inspired by the desire 
of the Turkish ruling clans to elimi- 
nate from the empire all sects and 
creeds except that of Mohammed, ac- 
cording to Lord Bryce, former British 
ambassador to the United States, in a 
cable message to the American commit- 
tee for Armenian and Syrian relief, 
made public tonight. 

“During these recent massacres, 
whenever any Christian would turn 
Mohammedan he was spared,” Lord 


Bryce said in his message. “Many a 
Christian child was torn from its par- 
ents to be brought up as a Mussulman. 
Thousand of Armenian Christian girls 
were sold in the market or distributed 
among Turkish officers to be impris- 
oned for life in Turkish harems and 
there forced into Mohammedanism. 

“But many more thousands of Ar- 
menian women, as well as men, were 
offered their choice between Christ and 
Mohammed, and when they refused Mo- 
hammed were shot or drowned forth- 
with. For days and days together the 
bodies of Christian women who had 
thus perished were seen floating down 
the Euphrates. 

“Surely the remains of this suffer- 
ing nation could make no stronger ap- 
peal for pity and help to the Chris- 
tians of America than they make 
through these martyr deaths.

HAS BEEN CAPTURED 


General Gomez and Entire 
Staff Taken by Govern- 
ment Troops--News Cheer- 
ed by People of Havana. 


Havana, March 7.—The news that 
Ex-President Jose Miguel Gomez, lead- 
er of the rebels, and his entire staff, 
were prisoners inthe hands of Colonel 
Collazo, commander of the govern- 
ment forces operating near the: divid- 
ing line between Ganta Clara and Cam- 
aguey provinces, was announced this 
afternoon. 

It set the crowds about the presiden- 
tial palace cheering loudly. 

Shortly before 4 o’clock this after- 
noon Secretary Montero appeared on 
the palace balcony and read a mes- 
sage from Secretary of the Interior 
Sevia, who has been in charge of the 
campaign in Santa Clara province, say- 
ing that Colonel Collazo had reported 
the capture of Gomez and his staff in 
Camaguey province. 

The men were said to have been 
captured after a battle lasting sever- 
al hours in which many are believed 
to have been killed or wounded. Ma- 
chine guns played a prominent Part 
in the rebel defeat. 

Having received word that a con- 
siderable force under personal command 
of General Gomez and Colonel Figu- 
eroa were in the neighborhood of Ar- 
royo Blanco, Colonel Collazo, with a 
cavalry squadron, one battalion of in- 
fantry and militia, set out to flank the 
rebels, coming in contact with them 
near Placetas. 

Colonel Consuegra in Santa Clara 
disposed his forces to prevent the reb- 
els evading ‘battle and continuing their 
flight westward. Last night he con- 
centrated his forces near Placetas,

HOME RULE DEMAND PRIVATES IN U.S ARM 


STIRS THE COMMONS 


Irishmen Ask Immediate 


ter Debate Results — No 
Coercion for Ulster, Says 
Lloyd-George.

London, March 7.—The presentation 
by the Irish nationalists in the house 
of commons this evening of a resolu- 
tion calling for the immediate applica- 
tion of the home rule statute to Ire- 
land precipitated one of the most bit- 
ter sessions. in months and threw the 
home rule question back into its old 
position of uncertainty. The resolu- 
tion forced the government into a dec- 
laration of policy towards self-gov- 
ernment, namely, that any part of Ire- 
land that witshed home rule could have 
it, but that no coercion would be em- 
ployed to compel Ulster to accept. At 
the same time, the proposal drew from 
the Ulsterites the ultimatum that they 
would not accept, which, ‘coupled with 
the government's pronouncement, ef- 
fectually crushed all hopes for @ 
speedy settlement. 

The’ nationalists tonight headed by 
their leader, John. Redmond, were in 
conference, having withdrawn in a 
body from the house of commons, and 
Mr. Lloyd-George was facing his first 
embarrassing situation since he as- 
sumed the premiership. 

For more than an hour before the 
nationalists left the house, the premier 
had faced a whirlwind of angry cen- 
sure from the. nationalist quarter, 
which at times forced him to take 
his ‘seat because he could not make 
himself heard. He was called a “turn- 
coat” on the home rule question, and 
one nationalist exclaimed: ‘Hangman 
Carson. He’s only fit to be a hang- 
man, not first lord of the admiralty.” 

Bitter Hate Against England. 

The nationalist resolution was intro- 
duced by T. P. O’Connor, who asserted 
that the manner in which the govern- 
ment had handled the Irish rebellion 
had transformed a friendly people into 
one filled with bitter hatred again'st 
England. He pleaded that home rule 
should be put into operation immedi- 
ately for the sake of Ireland and in 
the interests of England, the empire 
and the allies. 

At one point in his address he paid 
tribute to the president of the United 
States, saying that President Wilson in 
his recent speeches and notes had 
shown that the United States govern- 
ment recognized the rights of small 
nations and the principle of nationality. 
He called attention to the valiant serv- 
ice rendered by the Irish troops at the 
front and asserted that they had en- 
listed with the understanding’ that 
home rule was to be applied to their 
country. In conclusion he said there 
were only two ways of femedy—set- 
tlement or coercion. He favored set- 
tlement. 

Mr. O’Connor was followed by Wil- 
liam A. Redmond who made an im- 
passioned plea for a compromise be- 
tween the nationalists and unionists 
and sat down amid the applause of the 
house. 

Thus far things had been running 
smoothly, but Sir) 3 ohn Lonsdale, speak- 
|ing for the unidnists, threw a wrench 
into the machinery .by declaring that 
Ulster wanted nothing to do with home 
rule of this sort, and sarcastically re- 
marked that his section of Ireland had 
furnished troops and money from pure 
patriotism and without hope of gain for 
themselves. 

Lloyd-George States Position. 

Premier Lloyd-George followed with 
the pronouncement of the government 
and, after stating that any pam of Ire- 
land that wanted home rule could have 
it, suggested two alternatives for the 
settlement of the differences between 
the Irish factions. One was a confer- 
ence Of Jrishmen, and the other was the 
setting up of a commission of inquiry 
| to report to the government and parlia- 
ment. 

Mr. Lloyd-George was continually in- 
| terrupted and, as he proceeded, was 
Sreeted with angry jeers from the na- 
tionalist, who accused him of desert- 
ing home rule. In conclusion he of- 


| fered an amendment to the nationalist | 


resolution to the effect that “This house 
would welcome any settlement which 
‘would produce a better understanding 
' between Ireland and the rest of the 

United Kingdom, but considers it im- 
‘possible to impose by force on any sec- 
tion of Ireland a form of government 
Which has not their consent.” 

As the premier sat down, ex-Premier 
Asquith rose and began a conciliatory 
speech. He pointed out the seriousness 
of the situation and advocated a com- 
promise. He suggeésted that the minis- 
ters of the dominions who are in Eng- 
land should be ealled in to act as me- 
diators and report to parliament. 

_ John Redmond, the nationalist leader, 
immediately took the floor and declared 
ins no uncertain terms that he would 
have nothing to do with further nego- 
tlations; he and his followers, he said, 
had been fooled onee before. After a 
brief speech he withdrew from the 


house with his adherents, and the na- |

70 BE MADE OFFICERS 


Between 5,000 and 6,000 En- 
listed Men Will Be Given 


Commissions. 


Washington, March 7.—The war de- 
partment has directed that between 
5,000 and 6,000 enlisted men of the 
army be designated by regimental com- 
manders for commissions as company 
officers in whatever army may be 
raised. Orders have been sent to each 
regiment to select sixty men who will 
be eligible for commissions up to and 
including captains, 

The designation of the men will be 
on their military aptitude, not by ex- 
amination. The department, as a pre- 
cautionary step, it was explained, de- 
sired to establish this list of men deem- 
ed fit for commissions by officers un- 
der whom they have served. Presum- 
ably the non-commissioned personnel 
will supply the largest number. 

A similar Hst may be compiled 
among national guard regiments. If a 
volunteer army of any size were sum- 
moned to the colors these men would 
be drafted for training duty as officers 
of the volunteers. The officers’ reserve 
corps will furnish additional officers, 
some of the rank of major, but as less 
than 1,000 men are now enrolled in the 
corps it could not supply sufficient 
officers for the volunteers. 

The department is conducting a vig- 
orous campaign to increase the offi- 
cers’ reserve corps. Efforts are being 
made to enroll fifty men in each con- 
gressional district. Military aptitude, 
rather than experience with troops or 
present knowledge of military matters 
will be governing factor in the exam- 
ination. 

The regular army may suffer in effi- 
ciency if its best enlisted men are with- 
drawn for duty with volunteers; but 
there is no other way, officers say, to 

rovide an adequate training force even 
or a volunteer army of 500,000 men. If 
a million or more were to be trained, 
officers for the force would have to be 
selected from the first 500,000 organ- 
ized, the regular establishment at pres- 
ent not being capable of supplying 
more than enough fully trained offi- 
cers for higher commands and special 
service details requiring technical 
skill. In effect, the regulars will have 
to train first the force that is to train 
the volunteer army.if a big force is 
to be raised. ‘

MANY AEROPLANES 
ENGAGE IN DUELS 
ABOVE THE LINES 


London, March 7.—The British offi- 
cial communication issued this evening 
Bays: 

“During the past 24 hours there has 
been no change in the situation. Our 
artillery = silenced hostile batteries 
which were shelling Ypres. We have 
again bombarded enemy trenches west 
of Messines. 

“There was considerable aerial activ- 
ity Tuesday, our machines effecting a 
deal of successful reconnaissance pho- 
tography and obtaining valuable in- 
formation. Many bombs were dropped 
on enemy hillets and dumps. The enemy 
made determined but unsuccessful ef- 
forts to stop our work, sending up a 
very large number of machines. 

“There was much aerial fighting all 
along the front throughout the day, 
during which three hostile machines 
were brought down and three. others 
driven down damaged. Four of our ma- 
chines were brought down and seven 
others are missing.” 


FRENCH ATTACK 
ON VERDUN FRONT. 


Paris, March 7. ‘Between the Aisne 
and Oise we made a surprise attack on 
German trenches at Quennevieres, and 
brought back fifteen prisoners,” Says 
today’s official announcement. “In the 
Argonne in the vicinity of Four de 
Paris, we exploded a mine and occupied 
the crater. “The Germans attempted 
several surprise attacks northeast of 
Klirey, in Bouchot wood north of St. 
Mihiel and near Armenterzwiller. The 
attacks were checked at once by our 
curtain of fire, and losses were inflict- 
ed on the enemy. Elsewhere the night 
was calm. 

“Adjutant Casale brought down his 
sixth German airplane. It fell to the 
ground in the region of Dieppe, in the 
department of the Meuse. One of our 
pilots attacked at close quarters a 
“rumpler’ which fell within our lines 
north of Laval, in the Marne.” 

The official communication issued by 
the war office tonight reads: 

“On the Verdun front our batteries 
took under their fire enemy detach- 
ments in the northern outskirts of Mal- 
incourt woods. We effectively shelled 
(jerman organzations in the Eparges 
wood. The artillery fighting was quite 
active in the sectors of Matsons de 
(hampagne and Embermenil. There is 
nothing to report on the rest of the 
front. 

“The ‘rumpler’ (airplane) which fell 
on March 6 inside our lines north of 
Laval was brought down by Lieutenant 
Pinsard, the fifth enemy aeroplane 
over which this pilot has triumphed.” 

Belgian Communication: “A recipro- 
cal bombardment was carried out east 
of Ramscapelle and north of Dixmude.” 


FRENCH FAIL, 
GERMANS SAY. 


Berlin, March 7.-—-(Via Sayville.)— 
An attack was made by the French last 
night on German positions at Caurieres 
wood, on the Verdun front.

We lost 
one airplane through the enemy’s ac- 
tion.”

DECLARED DANGEROUS 


Washington, March 7.—In reargu- 
ment before the supreme court today of 
the federal dissolution suit against the 


International Harvester company, At- 
torney General Gregory personally pre- 
sented the government's reasons for 
seeking disintegration of the so-called 
trust. He declared that if the intent 
of congress to prohibit undue concen- 
tration of capital and restraint of com- 
petition were not carried out, govern- 
ment control if not ownership in all 
likelihood would follow, with its evils 
and dangers. 

The hearings will be concluded tomor- 
row by John P. Wilson, chief counsel 
for the defendants. 

Such ‘“‘colossal combinations” of cap- 
ital, enjoying preponderant contrgl of 
an induatry—even if “good” combina- 
tions—are illegal and harmful, the at- 
torney general argued.

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POISON WAS FOR DOGS, 
NOT FOR LLOVD-GEORGE 


According to Mrs. Wheeldon. 
Admits Hating Premier, But 
Denies Murder Plot. 


London, March 7.—Mrs. Alice Wheel- 
don, who, with her daughters, Miss 
Anna Wheeldon and Mrs. Alfred Mason, 
and Mrs. Mason’s husband, is on trial 
charged with conspiracy to murder 
Premier Lloyd-George and Arthur Hen- 
derson, member of the war council, 
testified today that poison was obtained 
for poisoning dogs. 

She admitted that she sympathized 
with conscientious objectors to mili- 
tary service and said she was attempt- 
ing to assist three of these objectors, 
including her son, to escape from the 
camp in which they were interned. 
She volunteered to obtain poison which 


they desired, she said, to poison dogs 
with which the camp was guarded. 

In opening the case for the defense, 
S. H. Riza, the counsel, made a great 
play on the fact that the crown de- 
clined to produce the secret agent, Gor- 
don. Mrs. Wheeldon, in her evidence, 
described conversations with Gordon, 
who had been introduced to her as a 
fugitive from the police. She made a 
bargain with Gordon whereby if she 
obtained certain poisons’ to kill the 
dogs guarding the internment camp's, 
Gordon would do his b.st to get her 
son and two other “‘conscientious ob- 
jectors” out of the country. 

A war office official had previously 
given evidence denying that dogs were 
employed to guard the internment 
camps. 

Gordon had introduced to Mrs. Wheel- 
don, she testified, another agent, de- 
scribing him a's “Comrade Bert.’’ 

When she received the poison from 
her daughter she gave it to Gordon 
and handed instructions for the use 
of the poison to Bert, who copied 
them. He handed the instructions back 
to her and she immediately burned 


' them. 


The judge asked the witness why and 
Mrs. Wheeldon replied: ‘Because I

She also said that her conversations 
with Gordon related to her wish to get 
her boys to America and Gordon prom- 
ised to help her do so. 

T’nder cross-examination Mrs. Wheel- 
don admitted that she entertained a 
strong feeling against Ministers Lloyd- 
George and Henderson on account of 
their treatment of “conscientious ob- 
iectors.” and further admitted that she 
hated ‘“Lloyd-George and expressed the 
oninion that he ought to be killed. She 
also admitted having said that “George 
of Buckingham Palace ought also to be 
done in.” 

She confessed to making many such 
remarks in her bitterness. but strongly 
denied anv intention to kill the min- 
isters or that her letters bore any such 
personal meaning as attributed to them 
by the prosecution.

BY A BERLIN EDITOR

Berlin, March 7.—(Via London.)— 
The Lokal Anzeiger, in a lengthy edi- 
torial, severely criticises President 
Wilson’s inaugural address. 

“On the self-same day that James 
Monroe, 100 years ago, assumed the 
presidency,” says the newspaper, “his 
successor, President Wilson, at the 
capitol in Washington, tore up the doc- 


ument known as the Monroe doctrine, 
which for a century has been the car- 
dinal feature of America’s foreign pol- 
itics. The peculiarly veiled rhetoric in 
which he clothes his inaugural senti- 
ments admits of no other interpreta- 
tion. 

“The entire address is plainly an ar- 
gument in support of the necessity 
which President Wilson thinks has 
been shown by the world-war that 
there should be enforced on the old 
world the laws which he had evolved in 
his own mind for regulating the inter- 
relations of the nations of the earth 
in future.

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A MISCHIEVOUS PROVISION. 


Amendment of Georgia’s constitution in 


such a way as to permit counties and cities 
to bond themselves upon the expressed will 
of two-thirds of the voters voting in bond 
elections is recommended by R. J.:. Freeman, 
commissioner of roads and revenues of De- 
Kalb county, in a communication published 
in another column on this page. 

What he says Is directly in line with what 
The Constitution has frequently said in urg- 
ing this change. 

Under the constitutional provision as it 
stands, for any city or county in Georgia to 
issue bonds the proposal must be indorsed 
at the polls by two-thirds of the voters reg- 
istered for the last previous general election. 
Therefore, at the bond election all who have 
moved away from the vicinage, who may 
have died or become disqualified, in the in- 
terim between the dates of registration and 
the bond election—every one who on elec- 
tion day, and for any cause, does not go to 
the polls, is counted as against the bond is- 
sue to be voted for. 

Any principle which permits of that sort 
of thing is vicious and wrong! 

In the first place, it is preposterous that 
a dead man, a convict or a non-resident 
should figure in settling the affairs of a com- 
munity. 

Also to say that a citizen who wilfully 
suffi- 
ciently interested in the affairs of his com- 


abstains from voting or who is not 


munity to cast his ballot for or against a 
proposal at issue, should be reckoned with 
in the final summing up, is unreasonable. 
But under the present system all voters reg- 
istered at the last general election and who 
do not vote for a bond issue are counted in 
effect as negativing the issue—-which, to 
carry, must be approved by two-thirds of the 
full previous registration. 7 

The only reasonable and fair thing is to 
count for or against the proposal at stake 
only those voters of the day, and voting! 
Only those citizens who take enough inter- 
est in their community’s affairs to turn out 
and vote! 

Elections of every sort should be decided 
by the citizens who participate in them—not 
by dead men and living absentees! 

The city council of Atlanta recently took 
the initiative in voting to officially memo 
rialize the next legislature to submit the sug- 
gested constitutional amendment to the peo- 
ple. Other city councils of the state have 
followed suit. It is to be hoped that councils 
and civic bodies generally over the state will 
fall into line before the general assembly 
meets, and that that body will lose no time 
the corrective machinery in

it forthwith to the state laboratory, where 
experts are to give it a careful examination 
and declare officially whether or not it 
should have heen removed, or was merely a 
martyr to surgical overzeal. Unless these 
state experts declare that the excision was 
necessary, the loser of the appendix need 
not pay for the surgical operation. 

The vermiform appendix, we are told, is 
an altogether useless piece of anatomical 
machinery; and the removal of it is now 
regarded as a preventive of future trouble, 
on the theory that, as “a good Injun is a 
dead ’un,” an appendix lopped off is a good 
one. Therefore, it has grown to be custom- 
ary for a surgeon engaged in any abdominal 
operation to snip off the appendix while he 
is about it, whether it be at the moment a 
well-behaved appendix or not, to safeguard 
against infection in the future. The little 
organ is supposed at one time to have had 
its function, but no more; and so far as we 
know, it is now only a menace to health, 
even when on good behavior. 

If this bill becomes law, though, South 
Dakota surgeons very probably will in fu- 
ture exercise extreme conservatism in ad- 
vising the removal of appendices: and many 
healthy appendices likely will be saved from 
excision and a negligible few removed un- 
less the symptoms show “beyond a reason- 
able doubt” that the unnecessary organ has 
actually become-a menace to life. 

The bill may contemplate correction of 
an abuse. South Dakota may need such a 
law--we don’t profess to know. At any 
rate, though, discussion of it gives a capital 
opportunity for legislators to keep their per 
diem running—and very probably those pro- 
fessing interest in the measure need the 
publicity. So, what’s the difference!

“Advertise the worship,” he said in an 
address on “How to Build Up Church At- 
tendance,” before the Ministerial association 
of his city recently. “Then,” he continued, 
“make the ad good by giving the people 
what you advertise.” 

That “the average church announcement 
is four times too long; it lacks ‘punch,’ does 
not attract, and says little,” is another ob- 
servation of the Rev. Mr. Welshimer, and he 
suggests that preachers of God’s Word 
should “be members of the Adcraft club 
and study advertising.” And when it comes 
to preparing the weekly ad for the composi- 
tor, he says “they should let someone who 
knows how write the copy.” 

Fundamentally, there is no new thought 
in what this worthy Buckeye pastor has to 
say about the value of advertising in news- 
papers. The principles underlying the po- 
tency of printers’ ink are as old as mankind 
and have been fixed in the structure of trade 
ever since the newspaper publishing busi- 
ness came into existence. 

No business concern—-whether its busi- 
ness be that of selling commodities, privi- 
leges or entertainment—would even think 
for a day of trying to succeed without the 
aid of advertising. Business men know bet- 
ter than to try it. 

If it is proper to advertise a place of 
amusement, like a baseball park or a movle, 
as instances, it certainly is in keeping with 
equally good taste to advertise places of 
worship and the teaching of the holy doc- 
trines of true religion. 

Church advertising, of course, is compar- 
atively a new idea, but the world is com- 
ing to it. 

And why not bring the virtues of church 
attendance, and what the church offers, to 
the attention of the public through the rec- 
ognizedly most effective available means: 
The advertising columns of the daily press? 

That great Canton Bible class supplies 
the concrete answer; and that answer is 
amplified by the leader of the class, who 
said: 

“One church in Los Angeles spends $50 
a week for newspaper advertising, and it 
pays. The church has a seating capacity of 
4.000, and it is crowded every Sunday.”

COLUMBUS A JEW, NOT ITALIAN, 
ASSERTS DR. MADISON C. PETERS 


Declaring that Christopher Columbus, far 
from having been an Italian from Genoa, ac- 
cording to the generally eccepted version of 
his life, was a Spanish Jew, Dr. Madison C. 
Peters, Baptist minister 
and former pastor of the Baptist Church of the 
Epiphany in New York city, delighted and 
amazed his audience at the Jewish Temple 
on South Pryor street for two hours last 
night when he outlined to them the impor- 
tant, but not generally known, part. which 
the Hebrews have played in American his- 
tory. The subject of the lecture was “Amer- 
ica’s Debt to the Jew.” 

Elucidating his account of Columbus, Dr. 
Peters further explained that it was not 
the jewels of Isabella, but Jews, who 
financed the great discoverer. Their names, 
as he gave them, were Louis de Santangel, 
yabriel Sanchez and Julian Cabrera. He said 
that the birthplace of Columbus was Ponte- 
vedra, Spain; that he always called himself 
Cristobal Colon and that all of his writings 
were in Spanish or Latin, and that he never 
employed Italian. The names he gave to 
places he discovered were Spanish exclu- 
Sively. Continuing, Dr. Peters said: 

Jew Discovers America, 

“The interpreter of the expedition, Louis 
de Torres, a Jew, was sent ashore to greet 
the grand khan of India, the country Colum- 
bus believed he had reached by a new route. 
So the first white man to his foot upon 
what we now- call America, was a Jew.” 

The speaker also called attention to 
fact that, on the same day and with 
Same pen with which he authorized Colum- 
bus to go in search of a new world, to be 
dedicated to the God of a redeemed and en- 
franchised conscience, Ferdinand signed the 
infamous edict that sent two hundred thou- 
sand Jews forth from the land of 
their birth.

The state of South Australia has. Me 
1891, erected 29,148 miles of “vermin fences” 
enough to encircle the globe and with the 
remnant build a double line of fence along 
the southern border of the United States 
When contracts now running are completed 
the mileage will be much increased. New 
South Wales has expended over $27,000.000 
for rabbit extermination and has within its 
borders 98,000 miles of fence. 

Of late years the rabbit has bee 
ing in part for his keep—paying board. as 
it were.

Along the 
country roads rabbits may be seen hung on 
the fences awaiting the passage of the rab- 
bit carts which convey them to the packing 
houses to be prepared for shipment. as 
frozen meat and hides.

VALUE OF THE TAX ACT 
SHOWN BY JUDGE HART 


The annual report of Judge John C. Hart, 
state tax commissioner, just published, shows 
that since the tax equalization act went into 
operation three years ago, the total tax- 
able values of the state have increased from 
$867,973,737, in 1914, to $954,136,070 in 1916, an 
increase of $86,163,333, and an increase of 
$2,372,998 over 1915, when the total was $95l,- 
763,072. The total increase since the first 
year is slightly less than the increase shown 
in 1914 over the figures of the previous year, 
but shows that taxable values are reaching 
normal again even before the European war 
has ceased, the taxable values of 1915 hav- 
ing fallen under 1914, due to the influence of 
the war. 

Improved acreage has increased in the last 
three years from 31,289,939, in 1913, to 32, 
221,015 acres, in 1916, while wild land acreage 
has decreased.
